The Social Affairs Bureau was included in the newly created 
Ministry of Welfare in 1938. In 1941 the name of the Social a 
Affairs Bureau was changed to Living Bureau apparently as a part i 
of the general program of reorganizing the welfare programs to a 
meet. the needs of the military. Early in 1943 the Living Bureau ~ 
and the Population Bureau of the Ministry of Welfare were merged 
into the Peoples Health Bureau. In the fall of 1945 after the —. 
termination of hostilities the Social Affairs Bureau was re-estab © 
lished. The responsibilities of the Bureau in the field of child — 
welfare were transferred from the Social Affairs Bureau in March 
1947, when a Childrens Bureau was established.
